Atlantic  Ocean. 

IL  Tiie  fccond  will  iiKcwife  be  of  the  Sun,  July  i7ih, 
ih.  42n:.  in  t!ie  inouiip.ij;  ;.  therefore  invifible  on  the  Wcli- 
eni  Continent,  but  vihbio  and  central  in  the  EaOern  ;  in 
the  Mo^ul  Empire,  i.car  the  head  of  one  oi  the  branches 
of  the  riv--r  Ganges. 

III.     The  third  anH  lail,  will  bv-  a  fmalland  viHijIe  eclipfe 
of  the  Moon,  December  26:h,  as  follows  :

UNIVERSITY  AT  CAMBRIDGE,  OR  HAR- 
VARD COLLEGE. 

The  General  Court  of  the  Colony  of  Massachusetts 
Bay,  in-Sept.  1636,  appropriated  £400  for  a  School  or 
Cvoilege  within  the  (xovernment ;  and  appointed  and 
iiamed  six  Magistrates,  and  six  Elders  to  order  the  Col- 
lege. In  1637,  they  voted  that  the  College  should  be 
erected  at  Newtown.  In  the  year  following,  they  chang- 
ed the  name  of  Newtow'n  to  Cambridge,  and  m  March, 
1638 — 9  enacted  that  the  College  to  be  built  at  Cam- 
bridge, should  be  called  Harvard  College,  in  honour  of 
the  Rev.  Jolui  Harvard,  ^ho  had  bequeathed  to  it 
£779:17:2  with  his  library.  In  the  year  1642,the  General 
Court  estabUshed  the  Board  of  Overseers,  to  consist  of 
the  Governor,  Deputy-Governor,  for  the  time  being,  all 
the  Magistrates  of  the  jurisdiction,  with  the  teaching  El- 
ders of  the  six  next  adjoining  towns  ;  who  were  invested 
with  power  to  make  statutes  and  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  College,  and  to  dispose  and  manage  its  funds. 

In  May,  1650,  the  Charter  of  the  Corporation  v/as

gr  uited ;  said  Corpnratioi)  to  consist  of  a  President  five 
Fellows  and  a  Treasurer,  stvled  the  Pi-eskient  and'Pci- 
lows  of  Harvard  Collei;e.  By  this  Ciiarter,  tiie  Corpo- 
ra aoii,  ])rociirins  tlie  presence  of  the  Overseers,  and  bv 
thti-  counsel  and  consent,  have  power  to  )ill  vacancies 
in  ttien-  own  buh .  They  arc  autiiorized  to  receive  and 
hcid  real  estate  not  exceeding  tlie  \'aiue  oi£500  pr.  ^nn. 
ivvd  any  goods  and  sunis  of  money  vviiar soever  ;  ana  to 
make  conclusive  bargains  tor  lands  and  tenements,  ckc. 
1  iiey  are  to  choose  and  remove  officers,  and  make  or- 
ders and  by-laws  for  tiie  cirrymg  on  ttie  work  of 
the  College  ;  provided  the  suid  orders  be  allowed  bv 
the  Overseers.  By  an  act  of  the  Court  in  1657,  call'^d 
an  Appendix  to  the  Charter,  the  acfs  of  'he  Pj-esident 
andFeilows  have  i:nmediate  force  and  effect ;  thev  beine 
responsibie  for  the  same  to  die  ( )versfeers.  TheConstit'ii- 
tioi  of  the  Coin  mon  wealth  recoi^iuzes  and  confirms  the 
powers  ot  di  •  Corporatir^n-  and  Overseers  of  Harvard 
College  or  t'ae  University  in  Cambridge,  po.ntingout  Hie 
successors  to  the  tormer  Ovei-seers,and  reserving  to  d>e 
Legislature  of  tiie  State  such  control  over  the  coA<'rn- 
mentot  d.e  College,  as  was  possessed  by  the  Legislatuie 
oi  the  late  Province.

Persons  ajijiarently  dead  from  Droroningy  life. 
The  Resuscitative  Process,  recommended  by 
the   Humane  Society. 
CONVEY  the  person  to  t)ie  nearest  convenient  house, 
with  his  head  raised ;  stiip  and  diy  him  as  quick  aspos- 
.=,ible:  clean  the  mouth  and  nostrils  from  froth  and  mud. 
If  a  child,  let  hini  be  placed  between  two  persons  naked, 
in  a  hot  bed.    If  an  adult,  lay  him  on  a  hot  blanket  or 
bed,  and  in  cold  weather,  near  a  fire  ;  in  warm  weath- 
er, the  air  should  be  freely  admitted  into  the  room.    The 
body  is  next  to  be  gently  rubbed  with  warm  woollen  clotlis, 
sprinkled  wi..h  spirits,  if  at  hand,  otherwise  dry.    A  heat- 
ed v/arming-pan  may  be  now  lightly  moved  over  the 
back,  properly  covered  with  a  blanket ;  and  tiie  body, 
if  of  a  child,  is  to  be  gently  shook  every  few  nnnutes. 
Whilst  these  means  are  using,  let  a  clyster  of  warm  wa- 
ter, with  as  nnicli  common  salt  as  it  wil  1  dissolve,  be 
thrown  into  the  bowels.    Bathe  the  breast  with  hot  rum  ; 
and  pei'sist  in  the  use  of  these  means  for  several  hours. 
If  no  signs  of  life  should  then  appear,  let  the  body  be  ktpt 
wann  several  hours  longer,  with  l>ot  bricks,  or  vessels 
of  hot  water,  applied  to  the  palms  of  the  hands  and 
soles  of  the  feet ;  and  this  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time, 
fts  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  dictate. 
The  too  customary  methcd  of  roiliDg  on  a  bkrrel,  sus^ 
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pending  by  the  feet,  and  every  violent  mode  of  agita- 
tion, particularly  in  removing  the  body  from  the  water, 
should  be  most  carefully  avoided. 

To  restoi'e  breathing,  introduce  the  pipe  of  a  bellows 
(when  no  apparatus  is  at  hand)  into  one  of  the  nostrils, 
tlie  other  and  mouth  Dsing  closed ;  in/late  the  lungs^ 
until  the  breast  is  a  Uttle  i-aised ;  mouth  and  nostrils  must 
then  be  let  free.    Repeat  this  process  until  life  appear. 

Electricity  is  recommended  to  be  early  employed  by 
judicious  practitioners. 

General  Observations. — ^Resuscitation. 

On  the  dawn  or  first  indication  of  returning  life,  the 
prudent  practitioner  will  resign  the  office  QtArt  to^Va- 
ture.  It  is  evident  that  Art  has  contributed  her  share, 
by  enabling  A'ature  to  straggle  with  the  immediate- 
cause  of  oppression.  It  is  in  tact  this  judicious  blendinj; 
oijYature  with  ^'irt  that  gives  to  the  Litter  all  its  efficacy . 
On  signs  o^  returning  life, 

A  tea-spoonful  of  warm  water  may  be  given ;  and  if 
swallowing  be  returned,  warm  wine  or  diluted  brandy 
The  patients  must  be  laid  in  a  warm  bed,  and  if  dispos- 
ed to  sleep,  they  will  generally  awake  perfectly  restored. 

The  plans  above  recommended  are  to  be  used  three 
or  four  hours.  It  is  an  absurd  and  vulgar  opinion,  to 
suppose  persons  irrecoverable,  because  life  does  nc*^ 
Koon  make  its  appearance.

The  executive  power  is  \  ested  m  a  Governor  and 
Council.  The  Governor  is  chosen  by  the  people  annu- 
ally. If  there  is  no  choice,  the  Legislature  fill  die  \-acu/i- 
cy  from  the  two  highest  candidates.  The  council  con- 
sists ot  five  persons,  chosen  by  the  people.  The  legisla- 
ture is  styled  the  General  Court.  Each  branch  lias  a 
negative  on  the  other.  The  Senate  consists  of  13  niem- 
l)ers.  Each  town  containing  150  rateable  pulls,  sends  one 
Represei^tative,  and  every  addition  of  300  polls  entitles 
it  to  another.  The  Governor,  Counsellors,  Senntcrs  and 
Representatives  are  chosen  on  the  2d  Tuesday  of  March 
in  e\  erv  vear.  The  Constitution  of  N.  H.  was  adopied 
Feb.  ir'92. 

MJSSJCHUSE  TTS. 

The  executive  consists  of  a  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  a  Council  of  nine  members.  The  two 
first  are  chosen  by  the  people  annually.  The  council  is 
chosen  by  the  legislature  out  of  the  40  returned  as  sen- 
ators ;  and,  if  they  decline,  from  the  mass  (if  the  people. 
The  legislature  consists  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, both  chosen  annually  by  the  people.  I'he 
Senators  are  chosen  by  districts';  the  Represer;tatives 
by  the  towns.  Each  town  having  150  rateable  polls 
sends  one,  and  another  for  every  additional  225  polls. 
The  legislature  assemble  annually  in  May  and  January  ; 
and  on  some  special  occasions  oftener.  The  Governor, 
Lieutenant-Go\ernor,  and  Senators  are  chosen  on  the 
first  Monday  in  April  annually.  The  Representatives 
are  chosen  aniiually  in  May.  The  Constitution  of  Mas- 
sachusetts *vas  adopted  March,  1780. 
COjYJVECTICUT. 

The  Charter  of  Charles  II,  in  1662  contains  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State.  The  legislature  is  Cf.mpcscd  cf 
a  Council  and  House  of  Representatives.  The  council 
consists  of  a  Governor,  Lieiitenant-Governr-.r,  jtnd  12 
Assistants.  The  Governor  presides,  and  has  a  vote, 
and  a  casting  vote.  They  are  all  chosen  amiually  on 
the  2d  Monday  in  April :  "the  two  first  directly  from  the 
mass  of  t!ie  people  ;  the  vVssistants  from  a  nomination 
of  20,  which  is  tilled  up  bv  the  people  in  the  precedinsf 
Qctober.    The  House  of  Representatives,  consisting  ci 
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199  members,  is  chosen  twice  a  )-ear,  viz.  on  the  3d 
Monda>-  in  Murcli,  and  3d  Mouduy  in  September ;  bO 
towns  sending  each  two  Representatives,  and  J9  sending 
but  one  each,  'l^his  gOAeriinient  lias  been  in  operation 
more  than  iro  years. 

RH0DE-ISL.4JVD. 

The  Charter  ot  1603  is  the  Constitution  of  this  State. 
T):c  iegisiature  is  composed  of  a  \^oiuicil  ol  tvei\e,  in- 
cluaiiig  the  Governor  and  Depiity-Go\  enj(  r,  an  chosen 
annuuH}  ;  and  a  House  ot  Heprc.-entativts,  cons.bting  of 
72  deputies  fruiix  the  several  towns,  chosen  iwico  a  }  ear, 
viz,  on  the  3d  Wednesday  in  April,  and  tiic  4Lii  'i  ues- 
day  m  August. 

VERMO^TT, 
The  legislative  power  is  vested  in  a  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, ciiusen  annually  on  the  1st  Tuesday  m  :sep- 
teinlier,  and  to  meet  on  the  2d  Thursday  ol  the  suc- 
ceeding October.  Each  inhabited  town  has  a  right  to 
send  one  Rcpiesentauve  to  the  iVssembly.  ihe  execu- 
tive po>\  er  is  vested  in  a  Governor,  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and  twehe  Counsellors,  chosen  annually  on  the 
1st  I'uesday  iu  September.  1  he  Constitution  of  Ver- 
Jiiont  was  adopted  July  9,  1793. 

jYEW-YORK. 

The  legislature  is  composed  of  a  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives.  The  Senators  are  chosen  by  dis- 
tricts, for  four  years.  They  are  divided  by  lot  into  four 
classes.  The  seats  of  tlic  lirst  class  are  vacated  in  one 
year,  the  second  class  the  second  year,  &c.  so  that  a 
fourth  part  ct  the  Senate  are  elected  annuahy.  Annual 
elecdons  are  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April  and  tlie  two 
following  days,  lli-.-  Kepresentati\  es  are  chosen  by 
the  several  counties  annuaily.  A  council  of  reMsion, 
composed  of  the  Governor,  Chancellor,  and  the  Judges 
oi  the  Supreme  Court,  is  empowered  to  revise  ail  bdls 

gassed  b}-  the  two  Houses,  and  to  return  them  to  the 
lOuse  where  they  origihated.  It  this  is  done,  two  thirds 
oi  Ixith  Houses  must  re-enact  them,  or  they  are  tleteat- 
ed.  It  it  is  not  done  in  ten  da>  s  from  the  time  a  bill  is 
passed,  it  becomes  a  iaw  of  Cfiirse. 

Tlie  executi\  e  is  o^n.posec!  01  a  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  Council  of  Appohitment.  The  Gc;vern- 
or  IS  clicsen  ever>  airec  }earb.    The  Lieuteiiant-Go\  - 
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ernor,  chosen  for  the  same  dme,  is  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate. The  Council  of  appointment  consiiNts  ot"  the  (iov- 
crnor,  and  one  Senator  trcm  each  Dibtricc,  rliosen  annu- 
ally by  the  le.^islature.

MISSISIPPI. 

In  November,  1812,  ihis  Territory  was  incorporated 
into  a  State  ;  and  included  within  its  liniiis  a  part  of 
West-Florida,  claimed  as  originally  constitutiiig  a  por- 
tion of  Louisiana,  and  as  embraced  in  the  purchase  of 
that  I'crntory.  Tvlissisippi  Tcnitory  orjgiually  contain- 
ed about  90,000  square  miles  ;  330  miles  m  length  from 
east  to  west,  and  27S  in  breadth.  The  representation 
«i"this  State  in  Congress  is  the  same  as  that  of  Louisiana, 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA 
Is  a  square  with  a  side  often  miles,  and  of  course  con- 
tains 100  squp.re  miles.  It  lies  on  both  sides  tiie  Poto- 
mac, and  includes  tlie  towns  of  Washington,  George- 
town, and  Alexandria.  It  is  clinded  into  two  counties  ; 
the  county  of  VVashii^gton  on  the  north  side  of  the  Poto 
mac  ;  and  the  county  of  Alexandria  oii  the  south  sic^e. 
In  the  former,  the  laws  of  Marv  land  are  continued  in 
force  ;  in  the  latter,  thobe  of  Virghria.  Congress,  hew- 
ever,  makes  what  laws  it  ])lenses  ft;r  boil:. 

Washington  city  is  built  on  the  Maryliiixl  side  of  the 
Potomac,  oil  a  point  of  land  between  what  is  called  the 
Easteni  br*nch  and  the  Potomac.  Its  plan,  as  laid  out, 
extends  nearly  four  miles  up  each  of  th(;£e  rivers.  'I'lie 
KasteiTi  Branch  forms  a  sate  and  commodious  harbour, 
being  sufficiently  deep  for  the  largest  ships,  for  about 
four  miles  above  its  month,  while  the  channel  lies  close 
along  the  bank  adj  lining  liie  city,  and  i.flords  a  large 
and  convenient  harbour.    The  capi'col  is  situated  oa  a 
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pleasant  eminence,  commanding  a  view  of  every  part 
of  the  city,  and  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
country  around.  The  President's  house  stands  on  a  ris- 
ing ground,  possessing  a  water  prospect,  together  with 
a  view  of  the  capitol,  and  the  most  material  pans  of  the 
city.  Such  streets  as  lead  immediately  to  public  places 
are  from  130  to  160  feet  wide  ;  others  from  90  to  110. 
The  President's  house  is  170  by  85  feet,  two  stories  high. 
It  is  built  of  free  white  stone.  This  city  lx;came  tlie 
permanent  seat  of  the  Nation.al  Government  in  1800. 
INDIANA  TERRITORY, 

Containing  24,520  inhabitants,  is  divided  into  four 
counties,  and  "17  toAvr.ships.  Its  average  length  is  about 
270  miles,  and  its  average  breadth  about  130,  Number 
of  square  miles,  35,000.  Tlie  officers  of  this  govern- 
ment are  appointed  by  the  Fi'esident  of  the  U.  States. 
Vincennes  is  the  capital  and  the  seat  of  government,  and 
is  also  the  centre  ot  cnmnficrce. 

MICHIGAN  TERRITORY. 

This  Territory  is  divided  into  four  districts,  viz.— 
Erie,  Detroit,  Huron,  and  MichiUmakinak.  Its  greatest 
length,  from  South-east  to  North-west,  is  5u0  miles  ; 
from  North-east  to  South-west  it  is  300.  The  number 
of  square  miles,  both  of  land  and  water,  is  estimated  at 
150,000.  The  legislative  power  is  vested  in  a  Goverix)r 
and  a  Supreme  Court,  composed  of  three  Judges,  all 
appointed  by  the  Presidei^.t  of  the  Ui.ited  States.  The 
executive  power  is  vested  in  the  G-^vernor,'  and  the  ju- 
dicial in  the  three  Juoges,  and  such  Civil  magistrates 
in  the  various  districts  as  the  Govcriior  shall  appoint. 
ILLINOIS  TERRITORY. 

This  is  the  western  half  of  what  was  formerly  called 
the  Territory  N.  W.  of  the  Ohio,  and  embraces  the 
whole  of  It,  except  what  is  included  in  the  State  of  Ohio, 
and  the  Territories  of  Michigan  and  Indiana.  The 
wliole  tract  contains  about  200,000  square  m.iles.  It  was 
a  part  of  the  Indiana  TeiTitory  till  1809,  when  it  was 
erected  into  a  separate  Government.  Population  ia 
IS  10,  was  12,282  inhabitants. 

The  Territory  originally  included  in  Louisiana,  was 
estimated  to  contain  nearly  a  million  of  square  miles  ; 
as  large  an  extent  of  countrv  as  the  whole  of  the  residue 
of  the  United  States.  Ia  1810,  it  contained  97,401  hi- 
habitants.
